night, wherein President Murphy tendered nis 
resignation and Mr. Stanton was censured 
twice by the ununimous voice of the board,and 
ailarge amount of the feeling heretofore re- 
pressed found vent. 

The question of German in the public 
schools has been a bone of contention for so 
longa time that the board has become thor- 
Oughiy partisan, and other animosities have 

cathe red upon the original point at issue, an- 
tila ve ry sinall difierence is apt to lead te a 
very mort ifving scene. 

WHAT THE TROUBLE IS. 

The trouble last nigit grew up 
firet out of the drawing question. 
Ascverybocy knows, two systems of drawing 
have been taught in the schools—the Diehl and 
the Smith. The members of. the Board who 
are in favor of the retention’of German have 

tukenupthe Diehl system, anda very iong and 
bitter fight has progresse don the question, Oa 
last Monday evening the «question 
not appointing any superv isors of 
drawing for the ensuing school year 
was putto vote and carried by a m: jority of 
one, «nd both Mr. Diehl and the other supervi- 
sor were left unemployed. One of the gentle- 
men, Whohad voted in the affirmative, Dr. 
Jennings, member of the board from the Twen- 
tieth ward, it was claimed, had 

LOST HIS MEMBERSHIP 

and his right to vote by moving into another 
ward, and affidavits were pre- 
ecnted from Dr. S$pinzig and Mr. 
Gerber to the effect that Dr. Jennings had 
moved before the meeting in question. 

A motion was made toe xpunge Dr.Jennings’ 
pnume troin the voting list i: ithe minutes of the 
last meeting, but, alter a vigorous debate, the 
matter was laid over untilthe Board meets in 
October, and iu special committee 
Was appointed to investigate the 
matter and report at the meeting stated, 
In the discussion of this matter Mr. Stanton 
made sevefal assertions reflecting on members, 
nnd the whole body began to work itself up ey 
white heat. Stanton especially attacked 
Prof. Woodward. Mr. Holliday denounced the 
whole attempt to strike out Mr. Jennings’ 
name as infamous, and other gentlemen ex- 
pressed sentiments quite as pronounced. 

THE RESIGNATIONS, 

When the motion was postponed the Presi- 

cent, Mr. Murphy, handed in the following: 
ST. Louis, September 9, 1879. 
To the Boaid of Public Schools: 

GENTLEMEN—I herewith tender my resigna- 
tion as a director of the Board ot Publie Schools 
from the Twenty-Second Wurd, to take effect 
fromand atterthis date. As my resignation 
may be a matter of surprise to some 
otmy. friends. who have approved ot my 
course as # Member of the board, I desire to 
faythat the pressing duties of my business 
render it necessary that l should,fora time at 
least, relinquish the pleasant work which I 
have performed for the pasttwo years as di- 
rector. Thad hoped that the position of presi- 
dent, which IT have filled since the resignation 
ot Col. Richeson, would relieve ne of some of 
the cares incident to a membership in the 
Board, but as this has not been the resuilt,l am 
compelled to carry into effect a resolution 
tormed some montns since.
